In the House ot Lords Inst nlght the Earl of

Derby mude 8 statement in reference 1o the
Minteterial difficultles, It smouunted to this: -
The Cabinet, in determining w deal with reform,
hidd twoe alternative plans, To one of these two
members of the Cabinel objected altogethen
but st length gave & reluctant consent to the
other, That other was stated to the House of

Thereupon the Cabinet reconsiderad its oro-
posals, aud though the adoption of the more
enlurged pian Involved the sacrifice of three
colleagues, that sacriice wius determined upon,
Lord Carnarvon tollowed with an explaustion,
in the course of which lie waid that he shonld
not have objection to bouschold suffrage in ull
boroughs with more than & certuin population,
sot to muke the franchige alike In lurge and
small places was abhorrent to him, BEarl Gran-
ville and Earl Grey coutinued the divcussion,
and the Earl of Derby wound It up with &
speech, in which bhe justitied the course taken
by the Ministry.

In the House of Commons there was much
anxiety evinced to hear what was to be said
about the question of reform, wnd the Mipis-
teral difficulties, Befure the time when public
husiness usuully beging every sent in the hody
of the House was occupied, ond the galleries
were fmriy filled. Viscount Crunborne came

and took his gent on the front bench below the
gangway on the Government side,

Genern! I'eel did not arrive untii later, and
then he brought up some pupers. He took his
seat on the Ministesial bench, and intended to
have made his statement in respect to the
army estimnutes  This, however, he did not
suceeed in doing, and his career as o Minister
is now probably closed.

At last,
however, Mr. Bernal Osborne found his volee,
and insisted that the House should be told more
of the circumstances which had led to the
resignation of the three ministers, He speclally
appealod to Lord Cranborue, but his lordship
replied that he had oot her Majesty's permis-
sion to revenl what had taken place,  Mr. Glad-
stone made a brief speech, pointing out the
miserable delays which there bad been in deal-
ing with this questlon, and urged thav there
should be no more of them,
